CASH.

FISHERY RIGHTS 


In September, 1943, I was employed by the municipal 
officers of the towns of Nobleboro and Newcastle 
‘to investigate the municipal fishery rights of both 
towns in Damariscotta River from 1807 to the present 
time. Under date of September 13, 1943, I wrote to 
each town what I believed was an exhaustive opinion. 

Suffice is to say that under Chap. 320 of the Public 
Laws of Maine for 1867, page 264, the selectmen of the 
towns of Nobleboro and Newcastle annually are given 
full power to make rules and regulations for the fish 
committee as to the taking and disposing of the ale- 
wives, and full power over the stream. 

A very wise practice in both towns has been to make 
the fish committee and the selectmen the same persons. 
Nevertheless, by the Act of 1867, which is still in force, 
the selectmen annually are given full authority over 
the streams, the fish committee, the rules and regula- 
tions and the taking and disposing of the alewives. 
Most of these rights are given to the seléctmen in 
office for the time being, and in my opinion the select- 
men are independent of the voters. A town vote would 
only be important as an indication of the town senti- 
ment, but would have no other force. 

Because of the time of the annual town meetings, 
because of the time of the fish visitations and because 
of the necessity for some preparation for selling the 
fish to the best market, it has always been the practice 
of the outgoing selectmen to sell the rights or the fish 
for the next year. I think our court would say that 
this was a correct, legal and sound practice, and is 
what is meant by “annually” in the Act of 1867. 

There has been some confusion about this situation 
because of the great antiquity of the fish rights of your 


ee 

two towns, because, it would seem, that nobody has 
taken the pains to look at all the laws passed by the 
Massachusetts Legislature prior to 1820 and by our 
Legislature since 1820. I am very confident that the 
foregoing letter sets forth the propriety of the situa- 
tion. As the matter has been related to me, it seems 
that Mr. Hodgkins has been correct in his dealings 
under the above law.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Sommittee and Citizens 
of the Town of Newcastle: 

It is a pleasure to submit, herewith my annual report 
as superintendent of schools covering the fiscal year be- 
ginning February 15, 1943 and ending February 26, 
1944, 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT

The teacher is the most important person in the 
school system. Our teachers are to be congratulated 
for their loyalty to school work in these difficult 
times. More and more the work of the teacher is 
coming to be recognized and respected for its vital 
importance. It is true, the teacher can get more 
money elsewhere, but she know that she is doing a vital 
job for her country. 


POST-WAR PLANNING 
In accordance with the general program of the 
United States Bureau of Education, Commissioner Gil- 
son has taken preliminary steps for planning and co- 
operative action on the part of the school units and 
the towns of Maine. Nearly two years ago superin-: 
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tendents were requested to draw up an outline of 
possible extension of educational service and consoli- 
dations of school units, based, generally, on the follow- 
ing suppositions: (1) Each town of average size could 
probably maintain one consolidated school for the 
elementary grades, up to but not including the junior 
high school level. (2) Districts should be planned to 
provide for an education unit made up of all secondary 
grades having an enrollment of at least 300 to 400 
pupils. Due consideration was given to the limitations 
of daily transportation service possible, It was sug- 
gested that such a reorganization and consolidation of 
elementary and secondary schools would make it possi- © 
ble to offer extended educational service—including 
nursery schools, music, art, physical education and vo- 
cational training—in keeping with educational needs 
of present-day youth. Last September Mr. William O. 
Bailey, State Supervisor of War Activities, called a 
local meeting of school officials to discuss possible 
adaptations of the program to this area. Officials re- 
presenting fourteen towns of Lincoln County attended 
this meeting. Of course the plan outlined was only 
a preliminary step. Undoubtedly more extensive con- 
ferences to include all local civic agencies and local 
officials will be called in the future to discuss post- 
war planning. In my opinion, the general aim of the 
proposed program is outlined by the following quota- 
tion taken from a statement by the United States 
Office of Education: “When we have full employment 
the Nation can afford to provide the kind and quality 
of education needed by children, youth and adults, 
to give equal access to all who need or desire it... .”

FINGERPRINTING OF SCHOOL PUPILS 

Preliminary plans have been made for the finger- 
printing of school pupils as required by the new State — 
Law. A notice has been received from Captain Leon 
P. Shepard, Supervisor of the State Bureau of Ident- 
ification and Police Science Laboratory in part as fol- 
lows: ‘All pupils are to be fingerprinted who are at- 
tending public schools, or schools receiving State 
Funds. ... According to the law the initial fingerprint- 
ing of all students must be completed by 1946. We 
_ will not, however, go below the fourth grade unless a 
student is over eleven years of age. Thereafter, the 
fourth grade will be fingerprinted each year. The ob- 
jective is to complete the high schools this year.” 


SHEEPSCOTT SCHOOL — 

In accordance with the expressed direction of the 
Town last March, your Committee was fortunate to be 
able to employ Mrs. Lois Flye as teacher and maintain 
the Sheepscott school. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted to continue the school for the full school year 


45 


ending next June: However, in consideration of the 
conditions and special ruling of the Department of 
- Education, it is recommended by your Committee that 
the town vote to close the Sheepscott school, to be 
effective—for the “duration,” at least—after the clos- 
ing of the term next June. That is, beginning with 
the coming fall term these pupils would be conveyed 
under the proposed plan. | 

In order to help meet the emergency in manpower 
needs, the superintendent of schools has-continued to 
issue numerous Work Permits and Certificates of 
Age to boys and girls who have qualified for these cer- 
tificates. In all cases where these work certificates 
are issued, the birth certificate must be submitted to 
this office by the applicant. When the holder of a 
work certificate wishes the return of this birth cer- 
tificate or to change from one employer to another en- 
gaged ina similar work, the original certificate should 
be returned to me in order that the birth certificate 
. may be released or a new certificate issued. 

In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to men- 
tion that the teachers are to be congratulated on the 
splendid results they accomplished in issuing the war 
ration books. In this important emergency undertak- 
ing it has been truly said: “The teachers carried on 
their duties like real soldiers.” Teachers have given 
their best efforts to the work of the schools. In my 
opinion pupil progress, attendance, and behavior have 
been satisfactory considering the conditions. Special 
mention should be made of the helpful assistance of 
members of your Superintending School Committee, 
and the cooperation of the town officials, parents, and 
citizens.

All receipts as recorded were found to have been 
properly accounted for and the cash for same deposited 
in the bank currently, as summarized on Exhibit B. 

Expenditures were made by check from warrants 
drawn by the Selectmen, as summarized on Exhibits 
B and D. 

The cash balance reconciled with the bank state- 
ment at the close of the municipal year, as per detail 
shown on Schedule 1. 


Taxes—Property and Poll 

The 1943 tax commitment was added and found 
to agree with the records of the Assessors. The total 
commitment was accounted for by cash, discounts and 
abatements, or was still unpaid as summarized on 
Schedule 2. 

According to the records, payments received and 
abatements made on prior year’s unpaid taxes were 
credited against the proper items and those still unpaid 
are summarized on Schedule 2, with the supporting 
detail for all years being shown on Schedule 2-a. 

All payments recorded as received on tax liens and 
deeds have been applied against the proper items. 
Those liens unpaid are summarized on Schedule 3, 
with the supporting detail being shown on Schedule 
3-a. Tax deeds still unpaid are summarized and de- 
tailed on Schedule 4. | 

The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 
93.9%; while all taxes collected during 1943, both 
current and prior, amounted to 105.9%, both as against 
the current commitment. 

Excise Tax 

The excise taxes were checked from the copies of 
the receipts and the amounts specified had been de- 
posited with the Treasurer as shown on Exhibit B. 
The receipts and disposition of same follows:

Confirmation was made at the bank on all trust 
funds held by the town and the detail of these items 
is shown in Schedule 6. The income appeared to have 
been properly accounted for. 
| Net Surplus 
_ Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the 
close of the municipal year there was a Net Surplus 
in the amount of $20,393.52, as compared with a Net 
Surplus of $12,883.15 shown the year previous. This 
represents a beneficial improvement of $7,510.37, the 
analysis of which is shown on Exhibit E of this re- 
port. 

General 

The records of the Selectmen were examined and 
the expenditures were checked to the distribution 
book. All expenditures appeared to be proper charges 
against your town. 

The Withholding Tax records were examined and 
appeared to be in a satisfactory condition. 

The records of dog licenses issued by your Town 
‘Clerk showed collections in the sum of $196.30, which 
amount was paid to the State Treasurer. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no ex- 
ternal verification was made of your asset and liability 
accounts. 


NOTE: The complete audit of the 1943-1944 accounts 
which the above refers to, is on file in the Selectmen’s 
office for the inspection of any one who cares to do so. 

The audit of the 1944-1945 accounts have just been 
completed, but the completed report was not available 
to include in this year’s statement.

Municipal Officers’ Report and 
Recommendations | 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newcastle: 
Greetings: 


We, the officers of the Town of Newcastle, respect- 
fully submit to you, the tax payers and citizens of the 
town, our annual report for the fiscal year ending 
February 19, 1945. 


In many ways the year has been an unusual one 
as the detailed reports for the various departments _ 
will explain. 


The financial condition of the town is excellent. 
The Treasurer’s cash balance as of February 19, 1945 
was $10,143.38. The net unexpended surplus, includ- 
ing $10,000.00 set aside from the 1943-1944 surplus by 
a vote of the town at its last annual meeting, is 
$20,143.38. The collection of delinquent personal tax- 
es has been exceptionally good. The Tax Deed and 
Tax Lien claims have been greatly reduced. No as- 
sessment was made this year against the Esther H. 
Kennedy Fund, so called, as there are no tangible 
funds from this source within the town, and as several 
previous assessments, amounting to hundreds of dol- 
lars, have had to be abated. 


During the year frequent meetings of all the elective 
officers have been held to discuss the various prob- 
lems of the town government. These meetings have 
been very helpful and instructive and prow in- 
vajuable to all concerned. 


Some of the problems that have been given consid- 
erable study and are covered more fully elsewhere 
in this report are: 
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Administration. 

Highway and Bridge Construction and 
Maintenance. 

Snow Disposal. 

Fire Protection. 

Taxation and Valuations. 

Tax Deeds and Tax Liens. 


ADMINISTRATION 
Your municipal officers are thoroughly convinced 
that the present method of operating your municipal 
government is somewhat antiquated and outmoded.

The constantly increasing requirements and the 
detailed records and reports, if properly made and 
kept, call for personnel of considerable accounting 
and business experience. The compensation now paid 
is so woefully small that no one with these qualifica- 
tions can afford to give the necessary time to ade- 
quately do the job. 


Within the next few (postwar) years all municipali- 
ties will be facing a far more complicated and exact- 
ing program than we have today end, if the town of 
Newcastle is to meet these conditions and carry on 
in a business like manner, it should seriously consider 
this problem. 


To meet this situation, we strongly recommend your 
consideration of the Town Manager Form of Govern- 
ment. Sixty-three towns and cities with populations 
from three hundred (300) up into the thousands are 
now operating under this plan and ten more are ex- 
pected to adopt it at their annual meetings this spring. 
Many municipalities, badly in debt before adopting 
this form of government a few years ago, now have 
surpluses. 


One of the common arguments against this plan is 
the expense, but when one analyzes the present loose 
methods, and the waste incident thereto that we are 
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now experiencing, it can be readily seen that an ef- 
ficient manager can save his salary several times over. 
Loose tax enforcement methods and inefficient opera- 
tion can cost a town considerable sums. 


Contrary to the belief of some, a town does not, by 
this method of operation, relinquish any control or 
prestige it now has. This plan calls for a Board of 
Selectmen, sometimes five, who acts as directors and 
advisors, but the actual management is carried out by 
one trained in municipal affairs and operation. 


Very good results have been obtained by two ad- 
joining municipalities employing the same manager 
who maintains separate records and personnel. This 
materially reduces the cost. 


FIRE PROTECTION 
For a long time the need for more adequate fire 
protection, not only in the congested area of the village 
but in the outlying districts, has been evident. 


The recent fires, especially the one at the corner of 
Maine and Mills Streets, has brought this more force- 
fully to mind. Had this fire occurred during the sum- 
mer months many of the adjoining buildings would 
probably have been badly damaged or burned en- 
tirely. 


The lack of water supply is the most serious problem 
at the moment and it has been suggested that a pipe 
be laid across the fiats, at low water level, from a 
point opposite the Engine House to the channel of the 
river. This would insure an adequate supply of tidal 
water at all times. 


To provide this supply we are recommending, with 
the concurrence of the Budget Committee, that 
$1200.00 be set aside from surplus. Should this plan 
prove satisfactory other similar installations will be 
proposed. | 
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. Only a small amount, if any, ae has been obtained 
since the purchase of the Fire Engine in 1928. Con- 
sequently, it has deteriorated to the point where it had 
little or no protection value. This was vividly demon- 
strated at a serious fire in Sheepscott on August 29, 
1944, when a section failed at a most critical time. 


To remedy the above hazard, five hundred feet of 
new hose has already been purchased, by a special ap- 
propriation, and’ the Fire Company requests the pur- 
chase of five hundred more at this time, and we are, 
therefore, recommending, with the concurrence of the 
Budget Committee, that $500.00 be set aside from sur- 
plus for this purpose. | 


HIGHWAYS 
Maintenance 


At the present time our highways are not in the 
condition they should be. This is due to contributing 
causes such as shortage of labor, trucking facilities, 
inadequate supervision and, last but not least, no 
definite program. 


Under our three District system, we must of necess- 
ity depend upon the part time services of our Road 
Commissioners for whatever maintenance their spare 
time and small fo) ad Sa will permit them to 
give. 


This service, at its best, is none other than temporary 
maintenance; very little, if any, permanent construc- 
tion is accomplished. The gutters, if any at all, are 
filled up, many of the culverts are plugged and when- 
ever it rains, the water, in many instances, courses 
down the middle of the highway and the greater part 
of each year’s work has to be done over and over 
again each succeeding year. Consequently, much of 
our expenditures are, in a measure, thrown away. 
The result of this sort of hand to mouth procedure 
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was very well illustrated by the severe washouts we 
experienced at the time of the heavy rain of November 
30, 1944. 


To remedy this situation your Board, with the 
concurrence of the Budget Committee, recommends 
a seven months’ employment of a full time Road 
Commissioner, helper and truck under contract. 


During the past year our expenditures for this class 
of Maintenance work, exclusive of the rebuilding of 
the Damariscotta Mills bridge, were:

Under this arrangement our highways would be 
constantly patrolled, the road bed maintained, drain- 
age provided, bridges supervised, bushes cut, etc. It 
must, of course, be borne in mind that such a program 
cannot be completed in a single year or even two 
years, but if it is never started it will never be accom- 
plished, and the longer it is delayed the worse our 
highway situation will become. 


The estimated yearly expenditure for this program 
is $4000.00, which is the aggregate amount provided 
for under the various highway subdivisions compris- 
ing this project. 


Third Class Maintenance 

Due also to contributing causes and long neglect, 
the surface of our section of Third Class Road, from 
Lailer’s Corner to Sheepscott Village, crumbled 
and cracked, necessitating excessive expenditure for 
patching and other maintenance. We are recommend- 
ing, with the concurrence of the Budget Committee, 
that more permanent maintenance on this section be 
resumed this year. 
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Snow Plowing and Sanding 


Newcastle is now plowing 37.2 miles of highway 
under one contract with two plows. Even under the 
most optimistic conditions it is an impossibility to 
open all sections simultaneously, some must of necess- 
ity be delayed. 


For the past two years we have had unusual con- 
ditions, last year we had an exceptionally heavy fall 
and this year we have had very high winds, causing 
the snow to drift and pack badly. 


Under these conditions the average truck in this 
vicinity, if in perfect condition, is not designed or 
capable of meeting the demands placed upon it. To 
insure open highways within a reasonable time after 
a storm, equipment especially designed to meet these 
severe conditions should be provided. 


To provide such equipment would require a sub- 
stantial expenditure and no contractor would care 
to make this lay-out on the uncertainty of a year by 
year contract. If a contractor could be assured of a 
contract for a period of years he could afford to pro- 
vide this improved equipment. To this end, we are 
recommending that the Selectmen, in conjunction 
with the State Highway Supervisor, be granted au- 
thority to enter into a contract for such a period as 
they deem advantageous for the Town’s interests. 


The State reimburses the Town one half of its ex- 
penditures for this work on State Aid roads. This 
amounts to about one third of our entire snow con- 
tract. In view of the State’s connection in this pro- 
ject, it is felt that the State Highway Supervisor 
should join, in an advisory capacity at least, the Se- 
lectmen in the approval of the equipment and the 
awarding of the contract. 
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Snow Fence 

We are woefully short of snow fence and, in many 
cases, poorly placed. Little, if any, fence has been 
purchased for over ten years, and what we do have 
has been very poorly taken care of. It has deterior- 
ated and disappeared to the point where a substantial 
replacement is imperative. We are, therefore, with 
the concurrence of the Budget Committee recommend- 
ing the appropriation of $200.00 from surplus for this 
purpose. | 


Improvements 
With the object of securing Federal and State Aid, 
should it become available for municipal projects, we 
filed with the Director of Postwar Planning the follow- 
ing road projects: 

1. The completion of the unimproved sec- 
tion of our Third Class road, Sheepscott 
Village to Lailer’s Corner. 

2. Resurface and tarring of Route No. 213, 
Pond Road. 

3. Further construction on our section of 
State Aid road from North Newcastle to 
Alna line. 

4. Further construction on our section of 

. Special Resolve road from Sheepscott to 
North Newcastle. 
9. Improvement of the Lynch road. 


As an aid to visualizing these projects and our high- 
way system in general we have prepared for this re- 
port a highway map (middle pages) showing our roads, 
their classification and the types of surfaces now ex- 
isting. 


In checking over our highway program with the 
engineers of the State Highway Department, they ad- 
vised that we take the various projects up in the 
following order: 
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1. Completion of our Third Class section of 
highway. | 

Completion of Route No. 213, Pond Road. 
Completion of our State Aid project. 
Completion of our Special Resolve road. 
5. Lynch road.

For this year’s work we are recommending, with 
the concurrence of the Budget Committee, that $3000.00 
be set aside from Surplus to repair and retar the pres- 
ent tarred section of our Third Class road and thet 
$1200.00 be set aside for resurfacing and tarring Route © 
No. 213. 


Should these sums be set aside and conditions were 
such that the work could not be completed either in 
whole or in part in 1945, the funds would be available 
at such times as the work could be done. 


Upon advice of the Highway Engineers we are 
recommending a half unit ($267.00) be appropriated 
for State Aid Construction this coming season. This, 
together with the full unit ($533.00) which is being 
carried over from last year, will make available a 
unit and a half for this work should State Funds be 
allotted. 


We filed with out Representative, Dr. Lester Gross, 
for State funds for further construction on our section 
of Special Resolve Road. Dr. Gross has advised us 
that he has requested that we be allotted $2000.000 
for this project. Jefferson is deeply interested in the 
completion of this section of road as it is a link in 
their shortest route to Wiscasset and points west. 
During 1944 we built 1200 feet additional road on this 
project. 


The above program does not mean that our other 
sections of roads are to be neglected. Many of these 
sections are narrow and so rutted that it is very 
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difficult and, in some instances, almost impossible to 
plow the snow on them. These sections are sadly in 
need of improvement and maintenance, and it is 
planned to carry on this work, insofar as conditions 
will permit, simultaneously with the other projects. 


CUTTING BUSHES 

At the present time many of our highways, especial- 
ly those in very little use, are so overgrown with 
bushes that it is almost impossible to drive through 
them. Along these roads, especially the old County 
Road from Sheepscott to Newcastle village, are large 
tracts of taxable wooded land and, if the town is to 
continue to tax it, it must provide a passable highway 
to it. The amount of work of this nature that should 
be done is too much to undertake in any one season, 
and it is recommended that it be spread over at least 
three years. We are recommending an initial ap- 
propriation of $500.00. 


| DISCONTINUANCE 

At the present time there is a section of the old 
Kavanaugh Road, so called, between the Frank Weeks 
(house) property and its junction with the West Ham- 
let Road that has been in disuse for several years, but 
never. discontinued. It is recommended that this be 
done and an Article is being included in this year’s 
Warrant to discontinue this section and instruct the 
Selectmen to lay out a private way. 


| BRIDGES 
The lower bridge, Route No. 215, at Damariscotta 
Mills, between Newcastle and Nobleboro, was com- 
pletely rebuilt at a cost of $568.63, one half of which 
was borne by the town of Nobleboro. 


The two bridges at Sheepscott are in a very poor 
state of repair and are being maintained on a “get by” 
basis by replanking and other emergency work. 
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In conjunction with the town of Alna, we filed in 
July, 1944, an application with the State Highway 
Commission for the reconstruction of the bridge across 
the Sheepscott River as a postwar project. The Com- 
mission completed its survey last fall and has now 
prepared preliminary plans and estimates. These 
plans, subject to change, call for a super-structure 
of steel girders with a concrete surface, built upon 
creosote treated piling, at an estimated cost of about 
$71,000.00. Newcastle’s part of this cost will be in the 
neighborhood of about ten percent. 


Our bridge repairs outside of the reconstruction of 
the Damariscotta Mills bridge, cost $402.54. In view 
cf the condition of the present structures and the an- 
ticipated maintenance, we recommend an appropria- 
tion for 1945 of $400.00. 


FISH STREAM , 
To give anyone, who is not familiar with the opera- 
tion and conditions at the Fish Stream, a true picture 
would be next to an impossibility. 


Its present arrangement and operation is very in- 
efficient. The existing organization does not meet the 
present day needs of good business principals, and the 
sooner the citizens of the two towns, Newcastle and 
Nobleboro, realize it and take steps to remedy it, 
the better it will be for all concerned. 


Under the present arrangement probably less than 
fifty (50%) percent of the available run is taken. 


While a larger sale was made this year than usual, 
the returns were not near what they might have been 
had an efficient and businesslike contract been made 
as the citizens of Newcastle instructed its Fish Com- 
mittee at its special meeting on July 29, 1943. 


With the processed method of packing, fewer fish 
are being salted. With this change in packing, there 
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is no reason whatever why, by proper management 
and supervision, an industry could not be set up 
that would yield each town at least $2500.00 to 
$3000.00 yearly and give employment to several people 
for a period of six to ten weeks. 

To this end we strongly recommend that the two 
towns, Newcastle and Nobleboro, seriously consider 
incorporating the stream, through an act of the Legis- 
lature, and place its management on a sound business 
basis. 7 | 

Pending any action of this kind, extensive repairs 
should be made to the building to place it in a safe 
and serviceable condition, and a thorough inspection 
by one who is familiar with fish runs, of the locks 
should be made and improvements effected to ease 
the run into the pond. If this run into the pond is not 
protected, the catch of future seasons will be seriously 
affected. 


In this connection we mention that Sherman Lake 
was stocked this past season by the Commissioner of 
Sea and Shore Fisheries and probably will be added to 
again this coming season. If properly handled, there 
is no reason why Sherman Lake and the outlet of 
Dyer Pond at North Newcastle could not be made 
another source of income for the town of Newcastle. 

This year your Fish Committee advertised, as au- 
thorized by a vote at a special meeting on November 
8, 1944. Three bids were submitted. Of these, two 
bid the ceiling price of $2.50 per barrel of 200 pounds 
with processing plans on the premises. The third was 
for a renewal of last year’s contract. 

The contract has been given to The F. H. Snow 
Canning Company of Pine Point, Maine. 


TAXATION AND VALUATIONS 
Ever since the institution of taxation, objections 
have been raised on every hand. There is not a citizen 
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in any municipality that would be willing to give up 
the facilities and improvements we have now be- 
come accustomed to, viz: Schools, school transporta- 
tion, improved roads, road plowing in winter, fire 
protection and, in some cases, police protection; but 
in many cases, they strenuously object to paying their 
just and proportional part toward providing them. 


There is no way for a municipality to provide reve- 
nue for its operation except through taxation. 


At the present time the burden of taxation in the 
Town of Newcastle is, to a great extent, upon run 
down farms and depleted wood lots. Comparatively 
speaking, there is very little so called personal prop- 
erty, which amounted in 1944 to about eight and one 
half (812%) percent of the total valuation. There are 
very few families but have personal property in ex- 
cess of the legal exemptions, but as it is not declared, 
and as there is no way of ascertaining its existence, 
it is not taxed. 


It is a well know fact that there are inconsistencies 
in the valuations now on our books. Some have been 
carried at the same figures for years, others have 
been changed as property has changed ownership, 
buildings burned or lumber cut off. It may be interest- 
ing to know that the state is carrying our valuation at 
a figure 25% higher than we are. 


It cannot be too strongly impressed upon all prop- 
erty owners the necessity of their meeting with the 
town Assessors on the designated days, April 2, 3, 
etc., set aside by law by them for receiving inventory. 
This is not only an aid to the Assessors, but is a pro- 
tection to the property owner and serves to- provide 


a mutual understanding between all parties con- 
cerned. 


We quote Section 70, Chapter 13 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1930: 
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“Before making an assessment, the assessors 
shall give reasonable notice in writing to the 
inhabitants, by posting notifications in some 
public place in the town, or shall notify them, 
in such other ways as the town at its annual 
meeting directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were 
possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year, if any resident owner after such notice 
does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the 
assessors or the County Commissioners for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.” 
-, BOUNDARIES AND INVENTORY 
In setting up the valuation books for 1944 it was 
found that many of the property boundaries, where 
given at all, were not accurate or adequate. A pro- 
gram to revise them and bring them up to date was 
started, but, as this is a major project, it will of 
necessity take considerable time, and the cooperation 
of the property owners. 


TAX DEEDS AND TAX LIENS 

At the beginning of the year there were upon our 
books $1405.91 in Tax Deeds and $6197.82 in Tax Liens, 
some dating back to 1928. An analysis of these was 
made and a systematic program started to collect 
what was collectable and write off what was not. 

At the time the books closed, $566.64 in Tax Deeds 
and $3176.78 in Tax Liens have been taken from the 
delinquent lists. Detailed accounts of these deductions 
and the remaining unpaid lists are shown elsewhere 
in this report. 
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: DELINQUENT TAXES 

At the beginning of the year there was also $1865.77 
outstanding in back taxes. To date $1130.43 of this 
amount has been collected, leaving only $735.34, ex- 
clusive of 1944, unpaid. Of this $735.34, $511.94 are 
for the years 1934 and 1935 of which our records 
are very incomplete. Detailed accounts of these pay- 
ments and the remaining unpaid lists are shown else- 
where in this report. 

In this “clean-up” tax program, so to speak, we 
have had remarkable cooperation from all those whom 
we contacted.

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Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of the Town of Newcastle: . 
It is a privilege to submit my annual report cov- 
ering the fiscal year ending February 19, 1945. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT

During the war-time emergency we are fortunate 
to have legally qualified teachers for all of our schools. 
Teachers are giving their best efforts to their duties. 
In spite of the difficulties of wartime your schools 
have run smoothly on the whole—with a minimum 
of interruptions. Teachers report that in general the 
pupils have been well behaved and regular in at- 
tendance. Considering the present conditions, I be- 
lieve that the success attending the modes of instruc- 
tion and pupil control is satisfactory. 


POST-WAR PLANNING 
Two general plans for offering better educational 
opportunitics in the period after the war have been 
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Be 


proposed: (1) a program for school improvement 
through consolidation of small schools into larger 
units; and (2) a program to give special attention to 
improvement of our small local units. Of course the 
choice of a program for improvement of elementary 
and secondary schools in any particular district will 
depend on the conditions existing in the community. 
It is generally agreed that in case of many of the 
smaller governmental divisions any extensive pro- 
gram of school improvement must depend on financial 
aid from the State or Federal Government—prefera- 
bly with a minimum of interference with local con- 
trol. Possibly before the end of another municipal 
year the proposed national and state legislation hav- 
ing to do with the financial aid to towns for post-war 
improvements of school systems wil! become effective. 
Under the school laws of Maine the final decision 
relative to any plan for promotion of thse school sys- 
tern must be based on the expressed wishes of the 
citizens at the town meeting.

The foregoing figures represent payment of salaries 
for the school year of approximately 35 weeks. The 
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* indicates that the teacher (because of illness, de- 
ferred employment, or resignation) did not teach the 
entire period. 

As there is a substantial balance for the Flag ac- 
count, it does not appear necessary to have any new 
appropriation. 

REPAIRS ON SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

Certain conditions found in our school buildings 
needing correction and repair were reported by a re- 
presentative of the State Insurance Commissioner. It 
is my understanding that your Superintending School 
Committee has given consideration to these recom- 
mendations, and that many of the suggestions for 
safety measures have been met. Undoubtedly, it will 
be possible for your Committee to arrange for other 
needed repairs from time to time when craftsmen 
are available. 


WAR-TIME ACTIVITIES 

Teachers and pupils of several schools showed a 
commendable interest in the drive sponsored by the 
Maine Extension Service to collect milkweed floss 
urgently needed, to replace unobtainable kapok fibre, 
for aviators’ suits, life jackets, and other critical life- 
saving equipment for the armed forces. This floss 
is an excellent substitute for kapok cut off from us by 
the war. We have been advised that the milkweed 
floss collected by the pupils in this school union was 
sufficient to make fifteen life jackets. The schools also 
made a good record in making collections in the In- 
fantile Paralysis compaign. This drive was under the 
direction of our local principal. While programs of 
this nature do take a minimum of time from the reg- 
ular school periods, it is generally agreed that such 
activities pay dividends—aside from the material bene- 
fits—in an increased sense of responsibility, heightened 
morale, and the satisfaction resulting from the per- 
sonal contribution to the war effort of the Nation. 
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Today, parents are visiting the schools in order 
that they may cooperate with the teacher in the 
most important work of educating their children. Tra- 
ditionally, parents were not expected to give much 
of their attention, aside from financial support, to the 
work of the schools. It was the function of the school 
to educate the pupils, and all that was expected of the 
home was a minimum of moral support. Parents and 
citizens are urged to visit their schools. I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation for the spirit of cooperation 
that has been so general on the part of teachers, par- 
ents, citizens, municipal officers, and the members of 
your Superintending School Committee.

18 To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow such sums of money as may 
be needed to pay current expenses in anticipation of 
taxes. 


ART. 19 To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to sell property acquired 
by the Town for non-payment of taxes and issue a 
Quit Claim Deed in behalf of the Town, and to assign 
unexpired mortgage liens, whenever they consider it 
for the best interests of the Town. 


ART. 20 To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Fish Committee to enter into a contract with some 
reliable person or concern, for a term of one or more 
years, for the sale of the surplus alewives at the 
Fish Stream, Damariscotta Mills, in conjunction with 
the Fish Committee of the Town of Nobleboro. 


ART. 21 To see if the Town will vote to set aside 
the sum of sixty-one hundred ($6100.00) dollars from 
the surplus funds, now in the Town Treasury, for the 
following specific projects, in accordance with Chapter 
No. 262 of the Public Laws of Maine for 1943, viz:

A. Three thousand ($3000.00) dollars for recondi- 
tioning and tarring the section of Third Class 
Road from Lailer’s Corner to Sheepscott Vil- 
lage, a distance of about three and one half 
miles. . | 

B. Twelve hundred ($1200.00) dollars for recon- 
ditioning and tarring the section of road, known 
as the Pond Road, from Jones’ Corner to the 
Jefferson line, a distance of about one and seven 
tenths miles. 

C. Twelve hundred ($1200.00) dollars for the con- 
struction of a pipe line across the flats, from 
Andrew Dray’s to the channel of the Damaris- 
cotta River, for fire protection in the village. 

D. Five hundred ($500.00) dollars for the purchase 
of five hundred feet of additional fire hose. 

E. Two hundred ($200.00) for the purchase of ap- 
proximately two thousand feet of snow fence. 


ART. 22 To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to enter into a contract for a period of 
years, not to exceed five, for the plowing of snow and 
sanding the highways if, in their judgment, it is con- 
sidered advantageous to the interests of the town. 


ART. 23 To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to write off what, in their judgment, 
is uncollectable of the 1934 ($99.39) and 1935 ($412.55) 
taxes now being carried as a resource on the Town’s 
books. 


ART. 24 To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money, and what amount, to cooperate 
with the Maine Forest Service and the Federal Govern- 
ment in the control of the White Pine Blister Rust in 
accordance with Chapter 1, Sections 62-63-64 of the 
Revised Statutes of Maine. 
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ART. 25 To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
that section of the old Kavanaugh road between the 
Frank Weeks (house) property and its junction with 
the West Hamlet road, so called, and authorize the 
Selectmen to lay out a private way. 


ART. 26 To see what action the Town will take 
with regard to holding the 1946 annual town meeting 
in the day time or evening. 


ART. 27 To elect all other Town Officers. .

6:30 P. M. on March 19, 1945 for the purpose of re- 
vising the list of voters.

COMMENTS 
Cash 


As far as could be ascertained, all receipts were re- 
corded and the cash was deposited in the bank. 

Expenditures were made by check from properly 
authorized warrants, supported by invoices and pay- 
rolls on file. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 
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Capital Reserve Fund 
At the regular town meeting, the Selectmen were in- 
structed to set aside. $10,000 from surplus for Postwar 
Projects, which amount was invested. 


Taxes—Property and Poll 

The 1944 tax commitment was found to be in agree- 
ment with the Assessors’ records. The balance due 
from the Collector on this commitment is represented 
by unpaid taxes taken from the records. 

Payments recorded as received on tax: liens and 
deeds were found to have been applied against the 
proper items. 

‘As applied to the current commitment, the cast 
collection of the 1944 taxes was 95.9%, while all taxes 
collected during the current year amounted to 107.2%. 

Excise Tax 

The excise tax collections were verified with the

The trust fund investments were examined and all 
income withdrawn appeared to have been properly 
expended. The balance was left on deposit. We have 
included in our report a statement of the income and 
expenditures on the Cemetery Trust Funds as record- 
ed by your trustees of this account; but have not in- 
cluded the unexpended income on our balance sheet. 

Net Surplus 
Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the close 
of the municipal year, there was a Net Surplus of 
$11,700.05, as compared to a Net Surplus of $20,393.52 
shown the year previous, which represents a decrease 


| of $8,693.47. 


General 

In order to reconcile the school accounts with the © 
Superintendent, it was necessary to make a net ad- — 
justment of $441.49. This discrepancy is the accumula- 
tion of errors made over a period of several years. 

Our test check of paid invoices and payrolls indi- 
cated they were proper charges and correctly recorded. 

Withholding Tax deductions were examined and ap- 
peared to be properly recorded. 

The records of dog licenses issued by your Town 
Clerk showed collections of $190.20, which was paid 
to the State Treasurer. 

With the exception of cash, capital reserve fund 
and trust funds, no external verification was made of 
your asset and liability accounts.

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‘Municipal Officers’ Report and 
Recommendations 


To The Citizens of The Town of Newcastle: 
Greetings: 


We, the officers of the Town of Newcastle, respect- 
fully submit to you, the tax payers and citizens of the 
town, our annual report for the fiscal year ending 
February 11, 1946. 

While the balance is not as large as last year, the 
town is still solvent. The Treasurer’s cash balance 
as of February 11, 1946 was $3961.12. The net unex- 
pended surplus, including the $10,000.00, set aside 
from the 1943-1944 surplus b ya vote of the town, is 
$13,961.12. 

The collection of delinquent personal taxes, out- 
standing tax deeds and tax liens have been excep- 
_tionally good. The outstanding amount of tax deeds 
have been reduced from $839.27 to $295.47 and the 
tax liens from $3733.54, including 1944, to $1307.22, 
about 65% and 66% respectively. 

The custom established last year of meeting with 
the various officers for discussions and check of vari- 
ous problems was continued. 

Frequent consultations were held with the various 
State Departments which were very helpful, instruc- 
tive and proved a great assistance in carrying on the 
various phases of the work of the year. 

A detailed account of the work covered and our 
recommendations for the various branches of work 
follows: 

ADMINISTRATION 

Your municipal officers are still convinced that the 
present method of operating your municipal govern- 
‘ment is inefficient and uneconomical. The present 
day requirements, the detailed records, reports and 
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necessary supervision necessitates constant attention 
and calls for a personnel of accounting and business — 
experience. To meet these present day needs con- © 
sideration should be given to the selection of such 
personnel and also provide for an adequate salary to 
compensate them for the time and effort they must | 
of necessity spend in the fulfillment of their duties. — 
At the present time common labor is being paid more 
per hour than your muncipal officers are per day. 
We still recommend that consideration be given to © 
the Town Manager Form of Government in the not — 
too distant future. While the initial cost may seem — 
large, yet over a period of years it would be far more 
efficient and economical than our present system. One © 


advantage, it would establish an office where all the | 


records could be kept and be available for use and | 
reference. 

However, pending the time when such a change 
may be made, an improvement can be made by chang- | 
ing the present method of electing all three Select- © 
men, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor annually. © 
Such a method often times results in the election of an © 
entirely new Board, none of whom have had any ~ 
experience or any detailed knowledge of the difficul- 7 
ties ahead of them. This is not only embarrassing to ~ 
the newly elected officers, but is detrimental to the 
welfare of the town. : 

To avoid such a situation, an Article is being in- 
cluded in this year’s Warrant to provide for the elec- — 
tion of the above named officers on a term basis of © 
three years. 


HIGHWAYS 

Maintenance 

At the annual meeting in 1945 your Selectmen were 
authorized to act or appoint Road Commissioners. ~ 
This procedure worked out very well. It gave the © 
Selectmen constant control of all road work and, we © 
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feel, it was a vast improvement over the former sys- 
tern, and we recommend it be continued. 

The condition of our unimproved roads were such 
that far more work was found necessary than was 
anticipated, and it was necessary to over run our 
appropriation for this class of work. While improve- 
ments were made, there remains a great deal more to 
do and a larger appropriation than formerly is recom- 
mended, 

During the season we used a State grader for ditch- 
ing and smoothing the surface. This not only saved 
a considerable amount of labor, but did a better job 
at a lower cost. It is recommended that the town pro- 
cure one and an article is being included in this year’s 
warrant for its purchase. 

The State awarded us the sum of $456.50 under the 
Town Road Improvement Fund Act (Chapter 371 of 
the Public Laws of 1945) for the years 1945 and 1946, 
a total of $913.00.. This money is to be expended upon 
a specifically designed road or section of road, or 
roads, approved by the State Highway Commission. 
This will-enable the town to further extend its pro- 
gram, outlined last year, and devote its normal appro- 
priation to better advantage in other sections. 
Reconditioning and Tarring of Third Class Highway 

At the annual meeting in March, 1945, $500.00 was 
appropriated for the maintenance of this section of 
road—Lailer’s Corner to Sheepscott—and $3000.00 was: 
set aside from surplus for its reconstruction and tar- 
ring. In addition to this amount the State granted 
an additional $1014.24 to assist in this work, prepara- 
tory to taking it over as a State Aid Highway. 

Due to the bad condition of this road in the early 
spring, considerable maintenance was necessary be- 
fore the reconstruction project could be started. The 
project was completed and the section of highway, 
with the exception of the .40 of a mile unimproved 
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through the woods, has been accepted by the State. 
Our maintenance for theis part of the road will be 
$40.00 per mile instead of an unknown quantity. The 
40 of a mile section unimproved has been reclassified 
from Third Class to State Aid. 


Snow Plowing and Sanding 

In accordance with a vote of the town under Article 
No. 22 at the annual meeting in 1945, a five year con- 
tract has been granted to Albert Fitch of Newcastle 
and O.| Wendell Holmes of South Bristol for the plow- 
ing and sanding of the town’s highways. 

Every storm this season has been accompanied by a 
high wind, making it difficult to keep all sections open 
simultaneously. Following each storm there has been 
considerable amount of ice, making travel difficult and, 
at times, somewhat dangerous. However, every effort 
has been made to keep the highways open and sanded. 
Although the town was divided into sections, it must 
be borne in mind that all sections cannot be taken 
care of at the same time. In such cases or emergencies, 
the traveling public should use every precaution possi- 
ble to safeguard against trouble and accidents. 

Snow Fence 

We are still short of snow fence, and were unable 
to purchase any this past year. The town needs from 
1500 to 2000 feet for installation in bad wind swept 
spots. However, we were able to borrow a few hun- 
dred feet from the State which was placed in the 
most needed locations. 

There are many contributing causes for this short- 
age, viz: 

1. Lack of storage space, fence left and stored in all 
sorts of places where it deteriorates. _ 

2. Too convenient and alluring for use as a pig 
pen, sheep enclosure or a chicken yard. To remedy 
this and provide facilities for repairing damaged and 
defective fence it is reeommended that, when some of 
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our emergcnscy projects are taken care of, a shed be 
constructed on the “Dump” lot on Mills Street where 
the fence can be repaired and stored during the sum- 
rer months. In the construction of such a shed, pro- 
vision should be made for the storage of Road Equip- 
ment and other town property when not in use. 


Improvements 

_ Of the five projects listed in last year’s report for 
road construction, two were completed, viz: 

a. The Third Class Section, referred to above. 

b. The Pond Road. 

Both of these projects are a vast improvement and 

a saving on future maintenance. With the founda- 
tion thus laid, the Pond Road, as soon as conditions 
will permit, should be widened, further drained and 
shoulders graded to meet the State’s specifications for 
a State Aid Highway. 


State Aid Construction 
Our last year’s appropriation and a former appro- 
priation carried over, together with the allotment from 
the State, made available for the continuance of the 
construction of this project—North Newcastle to the 
Alna line—the sum of $2399.00. Of this amount $30.81 
was Spent for right of way, leaving $2368.19. It was 
decided, upon inspection with the State Engineers, to 
start the construction at the Alna end and improve 
the Water’s Hill, so called. A survey was made and 
right of way purchased, but due to the shortage of 
labor and equipment and the lateness of the season, it 
did not seem advisable to start any construction until 
1946. It is hoped that this project can be started early 

this coming season. . 

. Special Resolve Road 
Our 1945-1946 allotment for this section of highway, 
Sheepscoit to North Newcastle, was only $500.00 per 
year, a sum much less than we had hoped for. Due 
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to the smallness of the amount available for 1945, it 
did not seem advisable to set up on so small an appro- 
priation, and it was decided to wait until 1946 when 
the full amount of $1900.00 would be available. Of 
this section of highway, one mile has been improved 
and, as a protection and a reduction of maintenance, 
it is recommended that it be tarred as soon as funds 
can be made available. 
Village Streets 

The streets of the village were reconditioned, gut- 
ters cleaned out, culverts replaced and given two coats 
of tar. This should not have to be done again for a 
year or two. . 

Sidewalks 

A survey of the sidewalks showed several sections 
badly cracked and some so low that, during an average 
rain fall, they were under water and, in winter time, 
covered with ice creating a hazard. 

To correct the above 480 feet were reconditioned 
and 115 feet newly constructed. To further this pro- 
gram, it is reeommended that 800 feet be reconditioned 
and 100 feet newly laid in 1946 and 1947. 

State Aid Maintenance and Patrol 

Chapter 334 of the Public Laws of 1945 raised the 
cost of State Aid Maintenance (Route No. 1) from 
$100.00 to $119.00 per mile and the State Aid Patrol 
from $30.00 to $40.00 per mile. This law took effect in 
July, 1945, and we were billed accordingly, thereby 
causing overdrafts of $47.50 and $91.50 respectively. 


Protection | 

Through contacts made with an official of the Maine 
Central Railroad by one of our newer public spirited 
citizens, negotiations were started with the railroad, 
the Public Utilities Commission petitioned for the in- 
stallation of Flash Signals at Shattuck’s Crossing. The 
Commission, after holding a hearing and an inspection, 
ordered their installation. This installation was com- 
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pleted the first part of December and should be a pro- 
tection to the traveling public, especially strangers, 
at this hazardous crossing. 

Trafic Ordinance 

The narrow winding section of our Main Street, 
between Pump Street and the Bridge, presents, es- 
pecially during the summer time, a traffic hazard. This 

is further aggravated by the parking of cars, night 
and day, on both sides of the street and for a considera- 
ble distance up on Glidden Street. 

As this section is a part of the State Highway Sys- 

tem, that Department was consulted and with the 
assistance of its Traffic Engineer an Ordinance has 
been prepared to regulate parking in this congested 
section. This ordinance will be presented for consid- 
eration at the coming town meeting. 

In the early part of the winter the State Highway 
Department installed on the northeasterly side of the 
Newcastle-Damariscotta Bridge a wind-break and 
splash-board. This is a decided improvement and pro- 
tection against the elements and is deeply appreciated. 


Cutting Bushes 
During the year a program was started to cut the 
bushes and grass along the highways. Due to the neg- 
lect of this work for the past few years, it will take, 
depending on available labor, from three to five years 
to cover the entire town. The program this year 
covered the following roads: 
Lailer’s Corner to Sheepscott 
Reach Road 7 
- North Newcastle-Sheepscott 
Pond Road 
South Newcastle 
Old County Road, west of Lincoln 
Academy Gymnasium 
In addition to the above, the State cut and trimmed 
® along all State Aid Highways. To relieve the munici- 
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palities of the burden of keeping the roadways along 
cultivated and cpen field lands clear of bushes, weeds, 
etc., the law requires the property owner to share 
in this work. We quote the law as follows: 

Sec. 22: Chapter 84 R. S. 1944 to make annual ap- 
propriation for clearing away and beautifying road- 
sides; penalty for failure to comply with law R. 5S. ce. 
27, See. 79, 80. Each city, town, or plantation shall 
each year set aside 5% of the money raised and ap- 
propriated for ways and bridges, to be used in cut- 
ting and removing all trees, shrubs, and useless fruit 
trees, bushes, and weeds, (except shade trees, timber 
trees, cared-for fruit trees, and ornamental shrubs) 
growing between the road limit and the wrought part 
of any highway or town way, until all the trees, shrubs, 
and worthless fruit trees, bushes, and weeds have been 
once removed from the limits of such highway or 
town way, after which the owner of the land adjoining 
such highway or town way shall each year, before the 
Ist day of October, remove all bushes, weeds, worth- 
less trees, and grass from the roadside adjoining his 
cultivated or mowing fields. The city, town, or plant- 
ation shall care for all land not included in the above, 
except wild land. 

If any owner of such land fails to cut and re- 
move said bushes, weeds, worthless trees, and grass, 
on or before the 1st day of October of each year, the 
mayor of any city, the selectmen of any town, or the 
assessors. of any plantation wherein said land may 
be located shall cause said bushes, weeds, worthless 
trees, and grass to be cut and removed. The actual ex- 
pense of such cutting and removal shall be a lien upon 
said land so adjoining said highway or town way and 
shall be assessed and collected as a tax thereon. 

BRIDGES | 

It is with deep regret that we report the poor 

condition of the bridges. in town. : 
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Head Gate 

Upon an inspection of the Head Gate bridge, so 
called, at the outlet of Damariscotta Pond, it was 
found to be so far gone that an immediate replace- 
ment was necessary. As this a jointly owned bridge by 
the towns of Nobleboro and Newcastle on a State Aid 
Highway (Route No. 215), the two towns petitioned the 
State Highway Department for aid in its reconstruc- 
tion. The State Highway Commission held a hearing 
at the bridge site on September 27, 1945, and the town 
voted to appropriate $1,500.00 to meet its part of the 
cost at a Special Town Meeting on October 2, 1945. 
The abuttments have been built, but, due to the dif- 
ficulty in obtaining steel girders, only a temporary 
top has been placed. The completion is expected to be 
done in the spring. | 

Sheepscot 

The State’s plan for the construction of a bridge 
with a super-structure of steel girders with a concrete: 
surface, built upon creosote treated piling, has been. 
completed and it is ready to proceed upon the approval. 
of the project and the appropriation by the two towns: 
involved, viz: Alna and Newcastle, and the availability 
of labor and materials. The prevailing strikes may cause: 
some trouble in obtaining material and delay this. 
project, in which case, maintenance will have to be 
continued . The cost of Newcastle’s part of this pro- 
ject will be $7,557.20 and an article in being included 
in this year’s warrant to allocate this amount from the 
post war reserve of $19,000.00, set aside in March 1944, 
for such projects, for this payment. 

In this connection, we are also including in this 
year’s warrant an article to close the bridge to vehi- 
cular traffic during the replacement period. A similar 
article is being included by Alna in its warrant for 
this year’s meeting. By so doing, it is estimated from 
six to eight weeks in time and from $8,000.00 to $10,- 
000.00 can be saved. 
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Dyer River 

The weakened condition of the Dyer River bridge 
made it advisable to apply to the County Commission- 
ers for permission to close it off for the winter months. 
The present condition of the bridge is such that it 
will have to be reconditioned or replaced within the 
not too distant future. However, in the meantime ex- 
tensive repairs will have to be made early in 1946 to 
maintain traffic across it. For this work, an appropri- 
ation of $1,200.00 is being recommended for this year’ 
budget. : 

There are three plans under which this bridge 
might be replaced, viz: 

1. Rebuild another bridge on the present site. 
2, Construct a fill, across the flats, from Chase’s 
point to the fill between the two sections of 
the Sheepscot bridge. Plans for such a project 

_. Were prepared by the State Highway De- 
) partment in 1940. 

2. Construct a combination dam, spillway and 
roadway on the present site, creating a fresh 
water lake of Dyer River. Plans for a pro- 
ject of this type were prepared by the State 
Highway Department in 1945. 

Studies as to the relative costs and advantages 
obtained by each of the above plans are under way, 
but not far enough advanced to warrant any recom- 
mendation at this time. 

South Newcastle 

The abuttments of the bridge at South Newcastle 
have started to cave in. Upon an inspection and ad- 
vice of the State Engineers, it is recommended that 
this bridge be replaced by a six foot culvert and fill. 
For this project, an appropriation of $800.00 is being 
recommended for.this year’s budget. ? 

Lynch Road 

Within the next two or three years the bridge on 

the Lynch road should be replaced. The State High- 
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way Department has suggested concrete construction, 
but no definite recommendations are being made at 
this time. 
North Newcastle 

The bridge at North Newcastle is also in poor re- 
pair and should be reconstructed in connection with 
the State Aid Highway improvement of which it 
should be a part. 

OFFICE AND RECORDS 

At the present time the town has no official office 
and space for keeping its current and past records. 

All records, past and present, with the exception 
of a few old valuation books, are “kicking around” 
the premises of its present and former officers. Under 
this loose set-up, very little, if any, access can be had 
to former records, especially if in the possession of 
of one no longer in office. 

Municipal records are vital and are strictly the 
property of the town and not the individual, whether 
a present or former official, and should be assembled in 
a location where they would be available for reference 
at all times. 

ELECTIONS 

During the coming year there will be two elections, 
Primary on Monday, June 17, 1946 and State Election 
on Monday, September 9, 1946. 

To vote in either of these elections everyone, quali- 
fied to vote, should be registered and, in the case of 
the Primary Election, enrolled in the register of the 
political party with which he or she is affiliated, Sec- 
tions 25, 26 and 27, Chapter 4 of the Revised Statutes of 
1944, | 

BOUNDARIES AND INVENTORY 

The program of revision and bringing the property 
boundries up to date was continued. Often times the 
descriptions and boundaries on property, even though 
recently transferred, are copies of deeds of two or 
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three and, sometimes even four, generations ago and 
list the names of the abutting property owners of that 
period. These age old descriptions often times make it 
difficult to clearly indentify certain parcels, especially 
with reference to present day owners. Therefore, when 
requested to furnish the bounds to your property, kind- 
ly give the present owners even though they may dif- 
fer from those given in your deed, However, as the 
deed is the official record, give the Book and Page 
numbers, if you have them, in which it is recorded in 
Wiscasset. i 
QUESTIONNARIES 

Last year we submitted questionnaries for the de- 
claration of real estate, including descriptions, and all 
taxable personal property. The response was exceed- 
ingly favorable and much helpful data was received, 
and it is recommended that it be continued for, at 
least, another year, especially to bring up to date the 
boundaries and estimated valuations. ~ 

This questionnaire in no way replaces the sessions 
of the Assessors, required by law, for the purpose of 
receiving a “true and perfect list of polls, and all 
estates real and personal, etc.”, but is to give the tax 
payer a detailed list of taxable property in advance 
that he may have more time to prepare it. It is urged 
aires be brought in to the Assessor’s meeting for dis- 
that, if there are any questions, that these questionn- 
cussion. 


FISH STREAM 

A most advantageous contract was made for the 
1945 run with the F. H. Snow Canning Company, Inc., 
of Pine Point, Maine. While the run was far below the 
average for several years, the returns were almost 
equal to those received for the 1944 season. 

in co-operation with this company, many improve- 
ments were made at the stream, one of the most out- 
standing was the cleanliness of the building and the 
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up to date methods of packing. Not a single fish spoil- 
ed there this season. 

Negotiations were entered into with this company for 
a five year contract, but due to a disagreement the 
company did not care to complete the contract. 

This is regretable as it was one of the best, if not 
the best, companies with which we have been associ- 
ated with. 

This turn of events convinces us more and more of 
the need for a change in the management and opera- 
tion of the stream. As long as personal considerations 
are placed before the interests of the common good for 
all, there is bound to be prejudices and inefficiency. 
Therefore, we still recommend that the two towns 
consider the incorporation of pee eeu through an 
act of the Legislature, and plan the management on a 
more sound business like basis. To this end, an Article 
is being included in this year’s warrant for the pur- 
pose. Nobleboro has been requested to include a similar 
Article in its Warrant. 


TAXATION AND VALUATIONS 
There have been, during the past two years, several 
transfers of property in town. A comparison of the 
purchase price and the tax valuations show a wide 


variation. While it is recognized by Tax Engineers 
that present day prices are somewhat high, it is also 
recognized that, in the majority of cases, the tax val- 
uations, which have been carried for years on the 
books, are rather low. In addition to this situation, 
there are glaring inconsistencies in the book valuations 
of even adjoining properties. Therefore, it is felt 
that in fairness to all concerned some adjustments and 
} ra 


equalizations should be m

We solicit 
your co-operation, and quote Section 35, raises 81 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1944: 
“Before making an assessment, the: assessors moh alt give 
reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, by post- 
ing notifications in some public place in the town, 
or shall notify them, in such other ways as the town 
at its annual meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. If any resident , 
owner after such notice, or any non-resident owner 
after being reasonably requested thereto by the asses- 
sors does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of 
his right to make application to the assessors or the 
county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satis- 
fies them that he was unable to offer it at the time 
appointed. The request upon non-resident owners 
may be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to 
the last known address of the tax payer or given by 
any other method that brings notice home to the tax- 
payer.”

The late Crowell Hatch, in his will, left a weer 
parcel of wood land, west of his residence, to the towns 
of Damariscotta and Newcastle and the Good Will 
Home Association. 

This property has now been sold to the parties who 
have purchased his late residence and surrounding 
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land. The proceeds from: Newcastle’s third interest 
will be added to the Crowell Hatch Fund. 
Tax Deeds and Tax Liens 

The program started last year to clean up the out- 
standing tax deeds and tax liens was continued with 
satisfactory results. During the year $543.80 in tax 
deeds and $2426.47 (including fees) in tax liens have 
been taken from the delinquent account by payments 
or by writing off where, in the judgment of the Board, © 
it seemed justified. | 

With a few exceptions, we have received the whole 
hearted co-operation of those on whose property these 
deeds and liens or both were placed, and we take this 
opportunity to express to them our thanks for their 
assistance in this matter. 

Since starting this campaign in 1944, the then out-. 
standing tax deeds have been reduced 79% and the tax 
liens, including those for 1944, 79% also. 


DELINQUENT TAXES 
- At the beginning of the year there were outstand-. 
ing in uncollected taxes $1,381.42. Of this amount. 
$420.15 were subsequently covered by liens, leaving a 
balance of $961.27. Of this amount $284.25 has been 
collected, leaving a balance, exclusive of 1945, of 
$677.02, $511.94 of which is for the years 1934 and 1935. 
for which our records are very incomplete. } 
_ Although the town voted, under Article No. 23, at 
the 1945 annual meeting to instruct the Selectmen to 
write off what in their judgement seems uncollect-. 
able of the 1934 ($412.55) and the 1935 ($99.39) taxes, 
now being carried as resources on the Town’s books, 
no action has been taken however, before taking any 
action, each one on the Auditor’s list of those delinquent. 
taxes will be contacted. 
TAX RATE 

A survey of the 1946 needs indicate that a much 

larger commitment will be necessary than heretofore. 
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This is due, in a measure, to the fact that we have now 
reached the point, especially with the bridges, where 
temporary repairs can no longer be resorted to, and 
the increased cost of the operation of our school system, 
including increased salaries, extensive repairs and re- 
novations to the school buildings, as covered elsewhere 
in this report. 

During the past two years, the estimated amount of 
receipts from the Fish Stream have been applied to 
the appropritation to reduce the commitment, but due 

to the failure of the two committees to reach an agree- 
ment on a most advantageous five year contract, and 
the much needed repairs on the buildings and outside 
structures, it is problematical whether it is advisable 
to consider any appreciable income from this source 
this year. 

The principal increases in this year’s budget over 
last can be contributed to the following items:

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NEWCASTLE FIRE COMPANY 


During the past year our town has been very for- 
tunate in not having any serious fires as we had in 
1944. ‘ 

Several improvements, which would benefit all prop- 
erty owners, can be made. The siren should be con- 
nected with telephone office so as to save valuable 
time at the start of a fire. The necessary equipment to 
accomplish this will cost $115.00 plus a small labor 
charge for installing. 

At the last annual town meeting, $1200.00 was set 
aside for the installation of a pipe line. This project has 
been abandoned as impractical upon the advice of 
several engineers. At a special town meeting, this 
money was made available to the fire company to be 
spent to better advantage. We are working on plans 
to use part of this appropriation, about $834.50, for the 
purchase of a truck chassis, on which we will mount a 
600 gallon tank (donated to us thru the efforts of the 
selectmen, also a portable pump, which was recently 
purchased. This equipment will be particularly helpful 
in sections of the town where only a small amount of 
water is available. When this equipment is purchased 
it will be necessary to enlarge the door of the engine 
house, at an estimated cost of $150.00 

The building should be painted and minor repairs 
made at an estimated cost of $200.00. 

To accomplish these improvements, your fire com- 


pany is asking for an additional PD EOD aaa of - 


$530.00, ora total of $1,030.00.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

Your Superintending School Committe has made 
definite plans for repairs and improvements of school 
buildings. The appropriation for repairs recommended 
by the Committee as one item in the school budget 
was based on anticipated cost for painting, heating, 
plumbing, enclosures,and general repairs where most 
needed. Plans were made also for special construction 
to meet the demands of the State Insurance Depart- 
ment for all school buildings. 

Commissioner Harry V. Gilson issued the following | 
statement January 11, 1946, relative to school build- 
ings: “At this time many towns are making long range > 
plans for the improvement of school facilities. In some 
cases these plans contemplate repairs or additions to 
present structures. In other cases communities are at- 
tempting to formulate a building program which will 
more adequately serve the educational needs of the 
children. This-active interest is most commendable. It 
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is doubtless unnecessary to point out that this plann- 
ing should be most thoroughly and carefully done, since 
in many instances the initial step in construction will, 
to a large degree, commit the town to an educational 
pattern for the next fifty or seventy-five years......” 
Commissioner Gilson suggested that later State or 
Federal aid may become available to towns for new 
construction on a “matching basis.” 

An appropriation of $10.00 has been recommended 
for maintenance of flagstaffs and Flags for school 
buildings. 

NEW SCHOOL LAWS 

A brief summary of the sections of the new laws 
enacted by the Ninety-Second Legislature having parti- 
cular application to Newcastle follows: 

Relating to School Age: Provides if the subprimary 
grade as outlined in the elementary school curriclum 
is offered, only those children who are or will become 
five years of age on or before October 15 of the school 
year shall be admitted. 

Relating to Vital Statistics: Provides that after Aug- 
ust 1, 1945, every child who enrolls as a pupil for the 
first time in any school in the state shall present to 
the teacher thereof, an official record of his birth or 
a baptismal record containing like information. 

Relating to Secondary School: Provides that reim- 
bursement to towns for secondary school tuition for 
any one year shall be 2-3 the amount paid for such 
legal tuition not to exeed $875.00 in any one year. 
($700.00 was the maximum reimbursement allowed for 
this purpose previously.) 

Relating to Increase of State Subsidy for Teaching 
_ positions: Provides that the state subsidy for teaching 
positions shall be increased from $190.00 to $300.00 for 
each essential teaching position. 

In one of your schools the principal and teachers, 
with the support of the Parent Teachers Association, 
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financed and carried out successful handicraft pro- 
gram. One teacher completed a full normal school 
course. Your teachers as a group have given their best 
efforts to the work of the classroom. Daily attendance, 
pupil behavior and progress have been satisfactory, I 
believe, if we make due allowance for the disturbed 
conditions during the emergency. Throughout the 
period of twenty consecutive years, teachers of Public 
School Union No. 74 have had an unbroken record of 
100% membership in the Maine Teachers’ Association. 
Teachers have effectively participated also in many of 
our nations war and peace programs. It has been 
stated that the most significant educational event of 
the last twelve months was that a great majority of 
American youngsters who should be in school were in 
school, served by our teachers who loyally stuck to 
their jobs through one of the most critical years of 
history.

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Municipal Ojificers’ Report and 
Recommendations 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers 
of the Town of Newcastle: 
Greetings: | 

We, the elected officers of the Town of Newcastle, 
respectfully submit to you, the taxpayers and citizens 
of the town, our annual report for the fiscal year, 
ending February 15, 1947, together with the condition 
of the town and our recommendations for the year 
1947-1948. | 

The treasurer’s cash balance of $5,594.43 is about 
40% greater than last year. Of this balance, $2,759.13 
-is being carried over for specific projects as set 
forth in the table of Summary of Balances in the Se- 
lectmen’s Financial Report. | 

The collections of delinquent personal and real 
taxes, outstanding tax deeds and tax liens have been 
exceptionally good. Over 99% of the 1946 commitment 
has been collected. The outstanding amount of tax 
deeds has been reduced from $295.47 to $100.76 and 
the tax liens from $1,554.52, including 1946, to $333.39, 
about 66% and 79% respectively. 

The established custom of frequent consultations 
with the various State Departments and the Municipal 
. Association was continued. These contacts proved of 
great assistance in carrying on the various phases 
of the work, especially that pertaining to highway 
construction and maintenance and welfare work. — 


ADMINISTRATION 
Due to the changing conditions and added demands 
upon your municipal officers, the position, if faith- 
fully fulfilled, demands the equivalent of a one man 
full time job with a personnel of accounting and 
business experience, whose remuneration should be 
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more adequate than at present, to compensate them 
for the time and effort spent in carrying out their 
duties. At the present time, common labor is receiv- 
‘ing three times as much per day as the combined 
salaries of your administrative force. Therefore, we 
recommend that the salaries be increased to, at least, 
partially compensate for the services rendered. 

Realizing the inefficiency that would prevail for 
a considerable period, should the occasion arise where- 
by a complete new and inexperienced Board of Se- 
lectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor were 
to be elected at the one time, we inserted in last 
year’s Warrant an Article providing for the election 
of these officers on a staggered three year basis. This 
was voted down. With the same purpose in mind, we 
are again inserting this same Article in this year’s 
Warrant and recommend that due thought and consid- 
eration to its purpose be given before any hasty 
action is taken. 


HIGHWAYS 
Maintenance 


At, the annual meeting in March 1946 you again 
authorized your Selectmen to act or appoint Road 
Commissioners. Under this system, a broader super-- 
vision and a more efficient maintenance program can 
be had over the old system of divided areas where 
little or no thought or co-operation between sections 
is. eiven.. « 

The condition of our unimproved roads is still 
in poor shape. The large amount of work necessary 
and the increased labor and equipment costs forced 
us to overdraw our appropriation to even maintain 
them on a passable condition basis. Due to the large 
number of miles of common or unimproved roads, it 
would be almost prohibitive to raise, in one year, 
enough funds to make permanent improvements, thus 


19 


the comparatively small sums now appropriated mere- 
ly cover “get by” maintenance from year to year and, 
in a measure, is more or less wasted. 

As it was not possible to obtain delivery of our 
grader, authorized at the last annual meeting, until late 
in the fall, we employed one of the State’s. This not 
only saved a considerable amount of time and labor, | 
but did a far better job at a much lower cost. 

The State awarded us a total of $930.16 for the 
years 1945 and 1946; under the Town Road Improve- 
ment Fund Act (Chapter 371 of the Public Laws of 
1945) for the improvement of sections of common roads, 
to be approved by the State Highway Commission. 
This money was expended to improve the roads in the 
South Newcastle area and the Lynch road. Should 
we be fortunate enough to receive another allotment 
this year, further road improvement will be carried 
on). 

Snow Plowing and Sanding 

The five year contract entered into in 1945 ai 
Albert Fitch and O. W. Holmes for the plowing and 
sanding of the highways is still in force. 


Snow’ Fence 
In accordance with your vote at the last annual 
meeting, 2,150 additional feet of snow fence was pur- | 
chased and installed in many exposed places. These 
additional installations have greatly helped the snow 
problern. | 
When the snow fences were, taken down last 
spring, they were removed and stored at the dump 
on Mills Street where they were repaired-and pro- 
_ tected from promiscuous domestic uses. 

| Improvements 
As the progress of the road improvement program, 
outlined two years ago, has exceeded our estimated 
schedule at that time, it becomes necessary to present 

a revision, viz: 
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1. The reconstruction of Main Street from 
Genthner’s Corner up the hill over the 
railroad. 

2. The completion of the unimproved section 
of .40 miles of State Aid Road, No. 1 be- 
tween the Reach Road and the Preble 

place, so called. — 
3. Further extension of the improvements on 
the Alna-North Newcastle road. : 
Main Street, especially from Genthner’s Corner 
to the Academy, with the railroad, student, Diamond 
Match and Newcastle Grain Company’s traffic, is one 
of the most travelled sections of road, outside of Route 
No. 1, in town. The lower end is very narrow and 
winding and, in the winter when the depressed side- 
walk is covered with ice and pedestrians are forced 
to use the roadway, is dangerous. State engineers 
recommend the removal of some of the trees, widen 
the roadway and place part, at least, of the sidewalk 
up on the bank above the street level. In carrying 
out this improvement program, application for State 
Aid designation will be made. 
State Aid Construction 

With a three year accumulation of State Aid funds 
and appropriations, amounting to $3,967.19 work was 
started on the “cut-off”, so called, on the Alna-North 
Newcastle road to eliminate the winding Water’s Hill. 
While a roadway that has been opened to traffic has 
been built, there remains, when funds are available, 
to be done further improvements to reduce the present 
grade. Due to the increased cost of labor and equip- 
ment, etc., an overdraft was necessary to complete 
this cut-off to the point where it could be opened to 
traffic. | 
ter Special Resolve Construction 

With two years’ accumulation of Special Resolve 

funds of $1,200.00, a section of the Sheepscott-North 
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Newcastle road between Mrs. Guth’s and F. W .Gum- 
bolt’s, about 1200 feet, was built together with some 
surfacing and drainage work in the sections north. 
For reasons mentioned above, a slight overdraft was . 
also necessary on this project. 

We now have about 1.2 miles of the Sheepscott- 
North Newcastle road improved and to preserve it 
and reduce future maintenance, the improved sections. 
should be tarred. Although our budget is to be ex- 
ceptionally high this year, we recommend that con- 
sideration be given to this maintenance saving im- 
provement. 


Village Streets 
As the village streets were reconditioned and 
tarred in 1945, no appreciable maintenance outside of 
occasional patching was done in 1946. Therefore, to 
preserve them and avoid costly reconstruction in the 
future, they should be retarred this coming season 
and we recommend it. 


Sidewalks 
Although a small appropriation was puised for 
the repair of sidewalks, no work was done. The 
sections considered were north and west of Genthner’s 
Corner and, as improvements are scheduled in these 
sections in the near future, it was considered a waste 
of money to attempt anything this year. 


Pond Road : 

This section of highway, Route No. 213, was re- 
conditioned and tarred in 1945 and to preserve it and 
avoid excessive reconstruction costs in the future, it 
should be retarred this coming season. We recommend 

it. 

Traffic Ordinance | 
The Traffic Ordinance enacted last year to regulate 
traffic in that section of Main Street between the 
Engine House and the Bridge, was placed in effect last 
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spring and signs posted. This move relieved the here: 
_tofore congestion in this area and greatly facilitated 
the movement of traffic. 


BRIDGES 
Sheepscott 

The State Highway Commission advises that it 
has. ordered the structural steel for the Sheepscott 
Bridge for delivery in 1947, and plans, subject to 
material and labor conditions, to start construction 
this coming season. 

At the time the plans were prepared, our pro- 
portional part of the cost of this bridge was $7,557.20, 
one percent of the valuation at which the State then 
held Newcastle’s property. The State has now raised 
our valuation to. $781,000.00 which will bring our cost 

of the bridge to $7,810.00, an increase of $252.80. 
| As we have provided only the sum of $7,557.20 for 
this project it will be necessary to raise and appropriate > 
at this time the additional sum of $252.80 to meet the 
increased cost of our-part of the construction. We 
are, therefore, including this amount in the 1947-1948 
budget figures. 


Dyer River 

In accordance with an appropriation of $1,200.00, 
- a major repair job was done on the Dyer River bridge 
at Sheepscott. This repair work consisted of strength- — 
ening the. supports and, in many sections, practically 
rebuilding the superstructure. This bridge, with the 
small amount of traffic over it, should serve without 
too much maintenance, for quite a few years. 


South Newcastle 
The old wooden structure across the narrow tide 
water cut was replaced with a twenty-eight foot length 
of six foot culvert and fill. ° This construction is a 
great improvement over the former layout and should 
greatly reduce future maintenance. 
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| Lynch Road | 
The bridge on this road at the head of Sherman 
Lake was, with the exception of a few stringers, com- | 
pletely rebuilt. 


STREET LIGHTS 


The Central Maine Power Company has advised 
that, in order to hold our present power or light rate 
for street lights, it will be necessary to go on a contract 
basis. It has, therefore, submitted a tentative plan for 
a ten (10) year contract on the present rate basis of 
$1.00 per 60 watt unit per month. To continue on a 
non-contract basis, our rate would be $1.05 per 60 watt 
unit, or an increase of five (5) percent. On the basis 
of our present installation, we would save $45.00 per 
year on the contract over the non-contract basis. Arti- 
cles for the adoption of the contract arrangement are 
being included in the Warrant for this’ year’s anne. 
meeting. 


SHEEPSCOTT VOLUNTEER FIRE COMPANY 


The citizens of the village of Sheepscott, com- 
prising an area of about a mile radius from the 
Grange Hall in both Alna and Newcastle, prompted 
by the serious fires of the last two years, have, through 
contributions from local and out of town taxpayers, 
purchased a Hale portable pump and accessories, in- — 
cluding 300 feet of hose, at a cost of about $600.00. 

To meet the minimum needs of protection in this 
area, at least 1000 feet of hose and additional equip- 
ment will be required. The solicitation of these funds 
and the purchase of the equipment has been done by 
the Sheepscott Volunteer Fire Company with member- 
ship from both Alna and Newcastle. | 

To provide a part of this additional eiiioeee this 
year, the members of the Fire Company are asking 
their respective towns to raise and appropriate a small 
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‘sum towards this worthy cause and roe oN: To. this 
end, an article is being included in this year’s Warrant 
for the sum of $150.00. 


FISH STREAM 

Due to a disagreement, the F. H. Snow Canning 
Company, Inc. did not care to continue with the ale- 
Wwive industry and a three year contract was. entered 
into with the Green Island Packing Susie of Rock- 
land. 

Due to the poor run and the excessive repairs to 
the building and wharf, made necessary by long. post- 
ponement, the stream was operated at a loss of $700.00, 
$350.00 for each town. 

As it is problematical whether this coming season’s 
run will be profitable or not, we are inserting in this 
year’s Warrant an Article to take care of the 1946 
_ defiicit and also one to cover any similar deficit that 

might arise in 1947, 

While Newcastle voted at its annual meeting in 
March, 1946, to authorize the Fish Committee to join 
with the Fish Committee of Nobleboro in applying to 
the Maine Legislature for a Charter of Incorporation 
of the Stream, Nobleboro did not and, consequently, 
we must continue to operate on the inefficient basis of 
the past for a while longer. 


TAXATION AND VALUATION 

With the increased cost of operation, brought about 
by the, increase in school costs, labor and equipment 
rates, increase in demands for welfare aid, and other 
services and supplies, the minimum appropriations - 
to even operate on a most conservative and present 
time economical basis, must be increased. Therefore, 
the budget, as recommended by your Budget Commit- 
tee, is somewhat higher than in previous years. 

.To be sure, there will be some new valuations, but 
far too little to meet the added needs and we all must 
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be reconciled to a substantial increase in our tax bills. | 
. This situation not only applies to Newcastle, but in 

varying degrees to every municipality throughout the 
country. 

There are two ways to meet this problem, viz: 

1. Hold existing valuations at their present 

level and take a high rate of taxation, or 

2. Increase all real property present day val- 

uations by an equal percent and secure 
a lower tax rate. 

At the present time the State is holding our over- 
all valuation at about 27.7% higher than it. is listed 
on our books, viz: $611,171.00 vs $781,000.00. This dif- 
ference penalizes us, to a certain extent, on our State 
and County tax assessments and should be adjusted. 
To this end, we have discussed this situation with the 
State Tax Assessor and he feels that the difference 
is too great and favors a general percentage increase 
on an adjusted equal basis. In either case, the ulti- 
mate tax bill on real property should be the same. 

Delinquent Taxes 

At the beginning of the year there were out- 
standing in uncollected taxes $823.80. Of this amount, 
$230.85 was subsequently covered by liens, leaving a 
balance of $592.95. Of this amount, $510.52 has been 
collected or abated, leaving a balance, exclusive of 
1946, of $82.43 uncollected. 

The program started in 1944 to clean up the out- 
standing tax deeds and liens’ was continued with sat- 
isfactory results. During the year $194.71 in tax deeds — 
and $1,173.20 in tax liens (including fees) have been 
taken from the delinquent account by payments or 
by writing off where in the judgment of the Board 
it seemed justified. 

Sale of Town Property 

In accordance with a vote of the town at the 

annual meeting in March, 1946, under Article 33, the — 
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town’s interest in the Crowell Hatch wood lot, so 
called, was sold and the net proceeds of $222.79 was 
added to the Crowell Hatch Fund for the Worthy Poor. 
} Property Improvement 
_ As a humanitarian act, some of the accumulated 

interest from the Welfare Funds, established for the 
relief of the worthy poor, was used to assist in the 
repair of the Andrew Dray property, so called. 
, ANNIVERSARY 

While it may be a bit early, yet it should be borne 
in mind that within the not too distant future, June 
19, 1953, a short period of only six years, will mark 
the bicentennial of the incorporation of Newcastle as 
the twelfth town incorporated within the borders of 
our state. | 

This anniversary, when it arrives, should not pass 
unobserved and it is none too early to be thinking about 
it, even though official action is not a needed 
prior to 1952. 
SURVEY BY THE SPECIAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

Under the provisions of Article 25 in the 1946 War- 
rant, a special committee of three was appointed to 
work with the Superintendent and the Superintending 
School Committee in making a survey of the school. 
system and submit its recommendations at this year’s 
meeting. Its report is being published elsewhere in 
this report. 

TOWN MEETING 

A word of explanation as to why the 1947 annual | 
meeting is being held in the evening instead of at 
10:00 A. M.’as voted under Article 31 in the 1946 War- 
rant. é 

Upon application to the Board of Trustees of Lin- 
coln Academy for the use of the Gymnasium for hold- 
ing the 1947 annual meeting at the time voted, we were 
advised that, during the day period, classes were in 
session in the basement and that the auditorium was 
used for several hours during the middle of the day 


at 
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for cafeteria purposes, and to permit its use for any 
outside activities during that period would greatly 
disrupt the school program, and voted not to grant 
the town’s request. It did, however, offer its use at 
such time as it is not required for school purposes, 
preferably the evening. 


This situation was taken up with the Hon. Ralph 
W. Farris, Attorney General, and we quote from his 
reply: 

“Tf you are not able to secure accommodations 

for your meeting at 10:00 A. M., it will be legal 

to hold the meeting at such time as the munici- 

pal officers can secure accommodations, if you 

issue your warrant to hold your meeting at 

such a time”.

Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of the Town of Newcastle: 

I have the honor to submit my annual report 
covering the municipal year beginning February 11, 
1945, and ending February 15, 1947. The enrollment 
of pupils in the several schools in Newcastle numbered 
one hundred and thirty at the beginning of the fall 
term,.1946.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 

To supplement the regular report of Miss Elsie 
Anderson, R. N., State Field Nurse, I am submitting 
her special report having to do with service to school 
pupils: “Twelve visits were made to the schools to 
discuss any problems of the children with the teachers. 
and to make plans for the chest x-rays of those who re- 
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acted to the patch test for tuberculosis last winter. 
Chest x-ray clinics were held in October at Lincoln 
Academy and also in Bath, where thirty from this 
town were x-rayed. Firty-five visits were made to the 
tuberculosis patients, contacts and suspects.”

SCHOOL FACILITIES 

It has been a pleasure to work with your Special 
Committee authorized by the town at the last town 
meeting. Undoubtedly the Committee will submit 
a report of its activities and recommendations. ° In 
view of the fact that it may seem advisable at some 
future time to construct a centralized school building, 
it seems appropriate to list some of the latest recom- 
mendations of state and national agencies for a school 
plant: The location of the school should be chosen with 
a view of ample space for buildings and playgrounds; 
to safety from accident hazards, especially traffic haz- 
ards; to freedom from noise; to cleanliness; and to the 
provision of as good drainage as possible. _Construc- 
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tion and maintenance of the school building should be 
in accordance with, or superior to, standards by law 
and by official building and health regulations. Impor- 
tant considerations are adequate size, suitable ventila- 
tion, heating, lighting, and acoustics. A desirable 
school building site should be located on high ground, 
at a suitable distance from low, marshy ground, trunk- 
line highways, barns or other sources of noise, smoke 
or dust. The building should be so located on the lot 
that the building, driveway and walks shall be be- 
tween the playground and the highways. Although 
it is desirable to locate a school in the central part of 
its contributing area, it is often wise to sacrifice exact 
centrality in favor of a more desirable lot of superior 
size and environment. For a school of 200 pupils the 
size of the lot should include at least three acres and 
preferable six acres. Under the laws of Maine plans 
and specifications for all new school buildings and all 
plans for the reconstruction oor remodeling of any 
existing school buildings within the state must be 
approved by the Commissioner of Education. 


The following statement from the Department 
of Education (mentioned in an earlier report) seems 
to be particularly significant: “At this time many towns 
are making long range plans for the improvement of 
school facilities. In some cases these plans contem- 
plate repairs or additions to present structures. In 
other cases communities are attempting to formulate a. 
building program which will more adequately serve 
the educational needs of the children. This active 
interest is most commendable. It is doubtless unneces- 
sary to point out that this planning should be most 
thoroughly and carefully done, since in many instances, . 
the initial step in construction will, to a large degree, 
‘commit the town to an educational pattern for the.

next fifty or seventy-five years..... More recently 


Commissioner Ladd has stated—in commenting on an 
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act to establish a state building fund of $2,000,000.00 
that is being considered by the present Legislature: 
“Under the present laws individual towns are unable 
to finance new school buildings or make renovations 
because of legal indebtedness and borrowing capaci- 
AMES LS If Maine communities are to house their 
children of school age in modern, sage, hygienic build- 
ings adequate for the instructional needs of this gen- 
eration, they must have help from the state in con- 
structing these facilities.” It is the general opinion of 
educational authorities that there is no sound justifica- 
tion for the existence of the consolidated elementary 
school which does not include auditorium, gymnasium, 
lunchroom, library, health, and for the seventh and 
eighth grades; science, shop and homemaking facilities. 
Without them the consolidated school is little more 
than a collection of one-room schools which might 
as well remain scattered about near the homes of pu- 
pils they serve. 7 

During the year the members of your Superintend- 
ing School Committee have made arrangements for 
the most needed repairs on the school buildings. The 
inside of the building located at North Newcastle was 
redecorated and a new door was installed. Work was 
done on the doors and chimney of the school building 
located on the Pond Road. The interior of the Edison 
school was redecorated and plans have been com- 
pleted for the painting of the exterior. At the village 
school building all of the rooms were painted, the 
plumbing system was renewed, a panic door was in- 
stalled, the concrete steps and railings were replaced, 
and work was done on the windows and stairways. I 
recommend an appropriation of $25.00 “to defray the 
necessary cost of the display of the flag”. | 


SECONDARY SCHOOL TUITION 
The secretary of the Board of Trustees of Lincoln 
Academy issued a statement January 31, 1947, to school 
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officials in part as follows: “The constantly increasing 
costs of operation since -- (May 19, 1945) --, including 
teachers’ salaries, higher costs of all materials and 
supplies, etc., make it necessary to again advance the 
tuition rates. Therefore, beginning.with the opening 
of the spring term in April 1947 and continuing until 
further notice, the annual tuition rate per pupil will 
be $125.00 as authorized by a vote of the Board of 
Trustees at its quarterly meeting on January 28, 1947, 
This rate is the maximum permitted by the present 
statutes and is in force in practically all Class A High 
Schools and Academies at the present time, but. is 
somewhat less than our actual per pupil cost of last 
year. Tuition bills will be rendered, as at present, at 


the close of each term on the above basis and, when | 


paid within thirty days from the date of presentation 
will be discounted four percent (i.e. $5.00 per Pune 
per year.)”’ 

Teachers and pupils have shown a fine spirit of 
cooperation. School morale appears to be excellent. 
In general teachers report good progress on the part 
of the pupils and no serious cases of absence or misbe- 
havior have been reported. Special mention should 
be made of the helpful assistance of the members of 
your Superintending School Committee who have de- 
voted a great deal of time and energy to the work of 
the schools. Credit is due also to parents, municipal 
officers, and members of your special committee for » 
thé@ir cooperation. } ‘aay

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_ ART. 26 To see if the Town will vote:to enter 
into a contract with the Central Maine Power’ Com- 
pany for a term of ten (10) years, whereby, in con-- 
sideration of the furnishing of street lighting service 
to the town during the term of said contract, the town 
will pay for such street lighting service in accordance 
with the Company’s municipal street lighting rate on 
a contract basis. (An approximate saving of five (5%) 
percent over the non-contract service rate.)
